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Monopoly Must Be Curbed. 


There are apparently Iwo views amon£ the calllemcn of the 


country regarding' the packers, sonic believing- thai these great 
concerns and their methods are all right, while others take the 
view that fhcy'constitute a monopoly detrimental alike lo the 
ca.UJe-,growers aiid the public. Not long ago one cattleman in 
testifying with reference to'thc packers said he considered the 
rich man God's representative on earth, and later II I.. Burke 
of Omaha, vice president of the American National Livestock 
Association, criticised the packers severely, said they should be 
under fair federal regulation, and that they ought lo have 
sense enough' to know il.'- He said: "The trouble in the indus- 
try-is that they think themselves bigger than the government.'1 
He said further: "The big issue is whether or nol the five greal 
packers shall be allowed to use their tremendous financial 
power to perfect their monopoly of food stull's and to con- 
tinue lo stand between producer and consumer." 


There has been complaint that the packers, nol content with 


a monopoly of (he meat business, are extending (heir opera- 
tions to the handling of other kinds of food and that if they are 
not checked (hey will in time have a grip onjhc- food and pro- 
duce business of the country equal to that they now have on 
the meat business. 
II is impossible lo believe (his would be a 


good thing for the people/who are (irmly convinced lhal there 
should be less monopoly ralhcr Mian more. 


But it is only fair lo ask whether the packers are the only 


men who consider themselves "bigger than the government." 
Theirs is not (he-only- "big business," although it is necessarily 
one of: the most conspicuous. '\ Practically everybody cats 
meat, the high cost of which is brought forcibly home lo con- 
sumers as I hey buy thcir-ratioifs day after day, bul il is lo be 
feared thai (he packers arc nol alone in feeling lhal I hey can 
do abouI as (hoy please in spile of'anything llu>( goveriimenl 
can or will do. 


The chief (rouble today appears to be a disposition on (he 


part of practically everybody lo grab everything in sighl, re- 
gardless of the consequences to others. This is not to say thai 
there arc not honorable business men who are ready lo give 
(he public a square deal, bul combination has reached propor- 
tions which enable it lo control business so largely thai the 
individual dealer is powerless to slay (he lide of "exorbitant 
prices from which all classes are suffering al the prescnl lime. 


Intelligent people are aware lhal low prices are nol to be 


expected when labor and costs of all kinds arc as high as they 
are now, bul Ihere is a widcspreatfffecling that monopoly and 
profiteering on the part of men wl?o'consider themselves "big- 
ger than the government" are Ion-large extent responsible for I 
the' prevailing condition of the food markets and other 
markets.

II is lime for, the government lo convince Ihesc men l h a l

•indications that it will ultimately succeed in doing this. 
It 


may take same.lime to accomplish Hie task, but if is a task 
that must be accomplished if the present disturbed conditions 
are not to evenluale in social upheaval.
